Sgpt.— Th® 
value of personal property in Ok­ 
lahoma has fallen off nearly sixty, 
four millions of dollars In the last 
year, and it is estimated _ in the 
assessment valuations reported to 
the state board of tax equalization 
by county assessors. The valuations 
were recently passed by the board 
and represents a 
decrease 
of an 
average of 17.98 per cent in valu­ 
ation of personal property over last 
year. 
The percentage of decrease in 
value of personal property varied 
greatly as fixed by the local assess­ 
ors of the various counties. In fact, 
an increase was made in seven out 
of the seventy-seven counties in the 
state. The greatest .decrease was 
44.18 per cent in Sequoyah county 
with a ^41.41 per cent decrease in 
Johnston county. The total decrease 
in the state was $63,927,257. 
In the seven counties where valu­ 
ations were 
increased 
the total 
amount of the increase was $3, 
346,382. 
These 
counties 
were: 
Osage, Paine, Pushmataha, Stephens, 
Washington, Cotton and Dewey. 
The largest decrease in valuation 
of personal property was made in 
Oklahoma county, where the assess­ 
ed valuation of all property this 
year was fixed at a little more than 
$121,000,000. The decrease in value 
of personal property in this county 
was $7,848,180, of 24.27 per Dent 
of the valuation of that class of 
property. 
The above figures were compiled 
by the secretary of the state board 
of equalization, who noted in this 
connection that except for a few in­ 
stances, valuations of real estate re­ 
main the same this year as those 
fixed for last year, the valuations 
being subject to change only every 
two years for real estate. In this 
instance, where the total real estate 
valuation is changed from' that of 
last year, he said, the change was 
due to the fact that .certain real 
estate becomes subject to taxation 
only this year. 
With nearly $64,000,000 decrease 
in the valuations fixed on personal 
property in seventy counties, the 
secretary, of the board pointed out, 
the decrease amounts to nearly a
